submit the sixth annual report of the library, also the report of 
the Treasurer of the Trustees, and the report of the Librarian, 
each of which sets forth, in detail, the affairs of the library, 
which have come before them. 

The services of Mrs. Bullock as Librarian have been se- 
cured the past year, at the same rate as heretofore, and she has 
as far as we know, given perfect satisfaction. We have al- 
ways found her books in good shape, and the library room 
and books in good order. 

The books have received about the same usage as in years 
past. Some of them need binding, which should be done at 
once. 

There is now 945 books in the library, against 810 reported 
last vear. Of these 80 are bound volumes of MHarper’s 
Magazine, which were purchased very reasonably, as we think ; 
the other 55 have been given to the library and are mostly re- 
ports donated by Hon. W. E. Chandler and Hon. H. W. 
Blair, who also gave a large map of the United States. In 
this lot of books there are a few biographical sketches of 
noted men of our country, and a few others of interesting mat- 


ter but, as we have said, they are mostly reports and very use 
ful for reference.

Scheel Report. 


The whole number of different scholars attending school the 
past year has been 172—the same as last year. 

There were 183 weeks of school in town this year, as com- 
pared with 172 weeks last year, a very gratifying increase in 
the amount of schooling. 

The average attendance the past year has been about the 
same as last year, showing that the past year has been an 
average one, as regards regularity of attendance, of which we 
feel pleased. Irregular attendance is an evil which is greatly 
deplored. But how to remedy it? We know of but one way, 
and that is for the parents to take more pains to have their 
children ready for school and see that they are there every day, 
unless preyented by sickness. If a scholar is kept from school 
for a day each week it makes a break in the lessons, and the 
scholar loses so much. 

The teachers employed by the School Board the past year 
have mostly proved to be efficient in their several positions, 
but in one or two cases want of discipline interfered severely 
with the success of the schools, and they were not all we could 
have wished them to be, and in some cases the pupils them- 
selves did not act in a manner that was a credit to them. 

We wish parents would visit the schools more and interest 
themselves in the welfare of the schools. We are glad to see 
that they are visiting schools more than in years past, for in 
doing so they can see how the school appears and, in many in- 
stances, it will or may correct an opinion unjustly formed, and 
help the teachers in their labors and increase their effort to 
learn the scholars, also the scholars will work with new zeal, 
for they will think father and mother are interested for them 
and they will try their best to see what they can do. 

Some of our school-houses are very much out of repair, and

something needs to be done, and we would recommend that a 
reasonable appropriation be made at the annual meeting, for 
repairs. 

Something should be done in the Vose and Patten district 
in regard to a school-house; as it now is it is not convenient 
for either end of the district when the school is kept in the 
house at opposite end of the district. 

While this year compares favorably with years past, let us 
not be satisfied to stop here, but let us, by liberal appropria- 
tions and re-doubled efforts, make the coming year one that 
never has been excelled in school matters.
